to affect 
American policy in 
the 


slightest degree. Nor is there any 
expectation here 
that repudiation 


will be decided upon by any foreign 
government. 


Instead the course to be followed 


is one of discuss-on at the proper 
time with each nation 
separately 


whenever the next payments come 
due. "While the moratorium official- 
ly expires on July 1, the actual pay- 
ments do not mature until next Dec- 
ember. 
The general belief here is 


that the foreign government* will 
wait tni after the November con- 
gressional and presidential elections 
before approaching the 
American 


government. 
In other 
words, the 


last three weeks in November will 
see a renewal of negotiations. 


So Car as America, is concerned, 


the Europeans will find the Wash- 
ington •government adamant on the 
subject of linking reparations and 
war debts. "What Germany owes or 
can pay to the allies will not be 
considered by the American govern- 
ment any more than the failure of 
any government to receive revenue 
from expected taxation. Indeed the 
capacity of each government to pay 
will be determined on its merits ex- 
actly as was the case when the 
World War Debt Funding commis- 
sion made separate settlements with 
each of the debtor countries. 


The big Question being asked- on 


every side- is what America, will do 
if the Europeans ask for postpone- 
ment or refuse to pay. The answer 
is that this is something far more 
Important for the Europeans to wor- 
ry about than the American govern- 
ment. If they do not cut their bud- 
gets and Insist on decreased arm- 
ament expense, for 
instance, this 


will be regarded by American Inves- 
tors as a sign that these govern- 
ments are not Interested in impress- 
ing- the American money market fa- 
vorably. It Is a foregone conclusion 
that European rehabilitation will be 
impossible 
without 
American 
fi- 


nancial aid in commerce. 
Under 


the circumstances no government fs 
going to place its private industries 
and businesses in an embarrassing 
position by impairing the credit 
prestige of a. whole nation in the 
eyes of the American people. 


It has never been necessary to In- 


voke legal power to prevent the 
flotation of private loans not deem- 
ed in the public interest and there 
has always been some dispute as to 
whether the 
federal 
government 


should not have the power to em- 
bargo the export of capital as is the 
case in various foreign countries. 


If the 
European 
governments 


repudiated their debts, it would be 
difficult to restrain congress from in- 
sisting that all further aid in the 
way of capital loans should be sub- 
ject to regulation. 


In other words, the dangers of 


repudiation or default are greater 
from the European than American 
standpoint and while $279,000,000 is 
a sizeable item for the American 
budget to forego, the feeling here is 
that e-rery one of the European gov- 
ernments will 
offer to pay some- 


thing rather than nothing and that 
before the end of the present year 
new temporary agreements to that 
effect will have been consummated 
through diplomatic channels.

It is an old and established fact that every one 


or at least 999 out of every thousand people ap- 
proach the dentist -with fear and trembling. "That 
terrible buzzer!" "Ah! doctor, do you have to use 
that? If it weren't for that. I would just as soon 
come to the dentist often." ''I can stand any kind 
of pain except in my teeth, they are terriblv sen- 
sitive." 


These words greet the dentist every hour of his 


working day — from husky men and strong wo- 
men (as yet untouched by the reducing fad), old 
and young, even little tots that have never even 
seen a dental office before. Some one has passed the 
idea of fear along to them. 


Picture the other side of this ol't-repeated dram'a. 


The dentist standing ready and anxious to do his 
best. That tooth with the big cavity and deep de- 
cay — he knows he has to remove it. every particle, 
or the "bugs" that cause decay will go right on 
working under the filling. 
Yet does the patient 


help him in any wayf 
Even when he suggests a 


local anesthetic so that there is no feeling at all in 
tbe tooth while preparing it, what happens? They 
are afraid of this and afraid of that." Fear, that 
bugaboo of mankind that is probably met more of- 
ten by the dentist than by anyone else.
